It cannot bo want of time, 
because tho Attorney-General has so 
much of that commodity lying idle on 
his hands tliat he is enabled to devote 
more than one-half of it during oflico 
hours to the Berviu(> of the Dominion 
Government, It cannot bti want of 
funds, for wo find that tiie condition of 
the treasury was so plethoric last spririg 
that the Government bestowed §4000 
upon Victoria City for "roads, streets 
and bridges'" without tho City [i'litliers 
having sent in a request for the grant 
or expected it. It cannot bo for want 
of Judicial material, for wo tind that at 
least one of the Judyos is always at 
Victoria and at the disposal of tho Ivx:- 
eoutive. It cannot be for want of 
easy means of communication, because 
steamers leave Victoria iihnost liailv 
for Nanaimo. It cannot hn bocausc 
tho member for Nannimo has given tho 
Govcrnniont a factious opposition, be 
cause ho has always accorded it his 
support. Why, then, is tho " coUl 
shoulder " turned towards Nanaiiuo ] 
Why arc her just claims ignored ; her 
citizen imprisoned for nearly a year 
awaiting the trial of assailants ; the 
town left to make lior own " road.s, 
streets and bridyes ;" her member's just 
demands treated with haughty indifl'er- 
ence and scorn ? In the long catalogue 
of the sins of omission of whicli tho 
Executive have boon guilty towards 
Nanaimo we lind not one rcdcrTiiing 
feature nor do wo see ho'.v there can 
be found a single decent excuse. So 
gross has been the ti*eatmcnt accorded 
that District that the Toronto Mail — a 
paper well affected towards this Gov-

He iiad sworn 
to honor, protect and cherish her, but 
he had laid snares for her. He had 
vilified her, and he had contrived in- 
genious methods to temiH her from 
tho paths of virtue.

i A No-w Railroad Outlet. 

ToiiONTO, .Vug. 14. — Tho Glub^ in en- 
thusiastic on tho subject of a railroad 
from Thompson's Junction to Sault St. 
Marie, to meet the Canadian Pacific, as it 
woiild reacli Montreal in 1270 miles, while 
from the same point to New York tiio di-s- 
tanco would bo 1050 miles, a saving in 
freight of no.irly 40 por cent, of tlic 
wliolo sum charged from Chicago to Now 
York. Tho line will unquestionably take 
from Chicago freights of tlie larger part 
of Wisconsin, tho whole of Minnesota, 
Dakota and all the territoriea in the west.

authority. Tho touo iiiark.s tho sauce 
of tlio .sentiment, says a brilliant 
French writer, and the recipient of 
llicso tdiii's being iiii honest working 
man, wiio.se air of .sobrietv, rosoluto 
and niaiilv forbearance cvidontlv sliow- 
that tho to}ie was ([uitti uncall- 

ed for and uuiicces.sary, proving quality 
beyond lio who spoke, for in every 
sen.so of justice labor of any kind claims 
civil encouragoinont, and Eobort Burns 
sings, "A man's a man for a that," 
with lii.s quid: sen.sibilities as well as 
tho best of us. Tliero is nothing more 
apparent tlian that God intend- 
ed our existence should depend on 
our exertions. Common effort is tho 
lot of all in different callings, and to 
eacli ono we owe a responsible duty. 
Tlie true basis of distinction among 
men is not alway.s in professions or 
position, nor m tho circumstances of 
life; but in conduct. Tho truly great 
sook not lo impress their importanco, 
but those who, so well doubting their 
])osition in their flimsy and paltry pre- 
tensions, seek to impose tbeir presump- 
tion wherever they can. Moreover, in 
any cla.ss insolence and impudence can 
not be tolerated v.-ithout lowering ttio 
standard of self-respect and regard. 
And w|ial do position and wealth 
avail if there be defects in behaviour, 
that I am quite sure cannot be on- 
titled to respect in a moral point of 
view. It is not always honor which 
gives us place, but conduct which 
makes the solid diEtinctiou, Wo 
should know nothing above us bat vir- 
tues and none below us but vice. En- 
tertaining this view we should esteem 
the good though it bo under a coarse 
exterior, and despise tho evil though 
it be clothed in the tincBt garb — dwell- 
ing in infamy. What a mean, groveling 
spirit to become obsequious in the 
wrong place. Then call no man mean, 
low or vulgar, insult him not by inflat- 
ed joko because ho tills tho soil or 
stands before the work-bencb, for in 
point of true worth and real manliness 
he may be superior to the president of 
a bank, or tiio rich nabob who dwells 
in his palace. The virtuou.s and right- 
minded sons of toil are Nature's noble- 
men ; lovers of Nature and of each 
other in their honest labors. They 
were not born to shine nor to be the 
recipients of enqity lionor ; but they 
were born to bo nion and a nation's 
bulwark. Insolence of voice comes 
from no valiant knight of fine feeling, 
who protects tho weak and delivers the 
o])pressou, and who comes to the relief 
of the weary , nor does he try to get 
all fur himself, giving nothing in re- 
turn, condescending to all the woak- 
uesscs and infirmities of our fellow- 
creatures, feeling for all that bear a hu- 
man heart. How dear are all those 
tics which bind our race in greatness 
together ; covering their frailties ; on- 
couragiiiLT their \-irtues ; rejoicing in i 
their proiipcrity ; relieving their wants ; 
coniiiassionatc in distress ; receiving 
friendship ; overlooking unkindness ; 
malice forgiven ; these aro the charities 
of cultivated life. Then, let us not bo 
[lufled u]) in our own conceit. Let us 
endeavor in all our ways to follow tho 
footsteps of //(', the Great Master, who 
came to iLS clothed in luiniility and 
iiieukiiesH. To illustrati! more forcibly 
a goodly tone of feeling I shall mention 
a little incident which happened in New 
York city at the time that Prince Ar- 
thur was at the Brevoort House, Fifth 
Avenue. There was some occasion for 
the Prince to be taken to visit a place 
which his own coaclunan could not un- 
dertake, and a well-known driver in 
tho city took the Prince in a two-seat- 
ed vehicle, and upon their return the 
honest man on being asked liow ho got 
along with tho Prince ingenuously re- 
plied, " First-rato. The Prince is a 
gontloinan. Ho made uic feel I was as 
good as he." But this is not surpris- 
ing for we well know how his august 
mother has fulfilled every sacred tie in 
life, she herself the head preceptor of 
her family, moulding tho character of 
each one to com])nKsion, humility and 
tho appreciation of po-.^tonal v)orth. A 
model woninn, as Queen, wife, widow, 
mother and friend; in her pimplicity 
and unostentation, so great. Then long 
live, and God bless our beloved Queen.

Terrible Ertont of tho Visitation- 
Some Startlingr Picruroa. 

Jlr. Forrest, tho English Consul at 
Tientsin, reports hia belief that during 
the late famine in China the deaths 
fromlitarvation and w^ant reached the 
enormous total of about 9,500,000 — 
that is to say, that a population more 
than twice that of Portugal wa.s swept 
away within a fow months. Tlii.s es- 
timate would appear scarcely credible 
were it not supported by tho report of 
Mr. Hillier, of tho CoiLSuIar Service, 
who has lately visited the desolated 
provinces. Ilis account of tho condi- 
tion of things is deplorable in the ex- 
treme. Towns which a few years ugo 
were busv centres of trade, niid villages 
which were populous and woU to-do, 
are now silent and deserted ; while 
houses which used to teem with life 
are now only tenanted by the dead and 
fow survivors who aro left to toll tho 
miseries tlicy have undergone. Sh.x-k- 
ing as the sight must be of the ming- 
ling of the dead with tho living, tho 
explanatio'n^'jis even more ghastly. 
When the famine was at it height the 
starving iieojile, goaded by tho pangs 
of hunger, and unable to obtain food, 
dug up the bodies of tlio buried dead. 
Survivors preferred, tlieroforo, to share 
their homes with tho coflins of their de- 
ceasetl friend.s rather than run the risk 
of committing them to tho uncertain 
keeping of the grouinl. At intervals 
tho sides of tho road are strewn with 
the whitened bones of wandorers who 
bad lain down to die where tiieir 
strength failed them ; and tho horror of 
the scene is aggravated by the presence 
of troops of wolves. Soon after tho 
outbreak of the famine largo quantities 
of stores were collected by tho Chinese 
Government at Tientsin and elsewhere 
for trausniission to tho faininc-slicken 
districts, but, owing to bad roads and 
ineflicient moans of transport, they ar- 
rived on tho spot in such small quanti- 
ties and at such uncertain intervals 
that they failed to do more than relieve 
tho sufferings of a fi!w. "Caiuols, oxen, 
mules and donkeys,'' Mr. Forrest says, 
"were hurried along in the wildest con- 
fusion, and so many were killed by the 
desperate people in the hills for the 
sake of their flesh, that the transit 
ennid Only bp pnri'!''d on by the banded 
vigilance of the interested growers of 
grain, assisted by the train-bands of 
militia. The way was marked by the 
carcasses or skeletons of men and 
beasts; and tbo wolves, dogs, and fo.xes 
soon put an end to the sufferings of 
any wretch who lay down to recover 
from or die of hia sickness in those ter- 
rible defiles." 



The Viotoria Oross. 

The Victoria Cross was founded in 
the year 1855, tho period of the 
Crimean war, and was instituted 
aa a special military and naval 
distinction for distinguished con- 
duct in the field. It consists of 
a plain, unpretentious piece of bronze 
metal in the shape of a Iilalteao oross, 
and is raanufaotured from guns which 
have been taken from the enemy. On 
the front of it is the figure of a lion 
abovo a scroll, which bears tho motto, 
"For Valour;" and on tho reverse are 
inscribed tho name of the recipient and 
tho date of the deed of bravery for 
which it had been conferred. On the 
top of tho cross is a crown and the 
initial letter V, through which passes 
tho ribbon by which it is suspended. 
Tho croKs is conferred on all ranks 
alike in the Army and Nnvy, and 
wheij worn, is distinguished by a red 
ribbon for the Army and a blue ono 
for the Navy. It also carries with it 
a pension, varying from £10 for a pri- 
vate to XI 00 for an officer. Apart 
from tlii.s, there is no distinction what- 
ever; and its bestowal on a drummer 
or private as well as on an officer is 
duly announced in the Gazette, accom- 
panied by a full recital of tho brave 
deed which has won it, and giving its 
po.sscssor tho right, if he chooses to ex- 
ercise it, of placing tho letters V. C. 
after his name. In the case of oflicers, 
this last named privilege is taken full 
advantage of; but the privates or drum- 
mers have never, as far as wo are 
a\\ are, attached these Iicuourable in- 
itals to thoir name.«. Perhaps tliis is 
Ijecause their superior ollicers havo 
never encouraged thorn to do so, and 
the iiio;lest fellows — for tho truly bravo 
are ever modest — have never had the 
moral courage to assert tiieir right in 
this respect. The Victoria Cross is 
vory sparingly bestowed, and its value 
is enhanced by the fact that it can only 
be obtained by a genuine act of brav- 
ery performed in the presence of olhcra 
and certified by the hero's commanding 
officers. Tho recommendation \a then 
forwarded through the General com- 
manding to the Secretary of War, who 
in his turn submits it to the Queen. 
Though conferred on officers as well as 
the rank and file, it is essentially a 
soldier's distinction; and tho majority 
of all the members of this most honour- 
able of all military orders consists of 
non-commissioned officers, drummers 
and privates. It reflecis great honour 
on the drummers of tho British army 
that so many of their comrades have 
gained the Victoria Cross; the records 
of the Crimean, Indian mutiny, and 
other later wars contain splenidd 
deeds of bravery and devotion perform- 
ed by the holders of this once-despised 
rank. This is the more to be admired 
as the bugler or drummer has very few 
chances of distinguishing himself; but 
when an opportunity does occur, he is 
never remiss. It was a drummer who 
helped to fasten tho powder bags on the 
gates of Delhi, the destruction of which 
resulted in the capture of the mutinous 
city of the Great Moguls in 1857. The 
act was performed amid a perfect 
shower of shot and shell, and was re- 
warded — some months afterwards — 
with the Victoria Cross. It was also 
a drummer who, while acting as field 
bugler to Lord Napier of Magdala, in 
the AbyBsinian war, lefc the General's 



side and dashed first into the strong- 
hold of tho tyrant — Chambers' Journal.

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Linnt.i shall have their ontside 
Walls and parly Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incorabuatiblo material and 
such outside Walls shall extend foin- feet 
above Widl Plate of Roof, and pai-ty Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall I'late of Roof. Roofs shall.be cov- 
ered \vith such material as will alYord pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walls shall 
bo so constructed as to separate .ill Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely oi the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho intorior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. _ If 
tho .ipex of Roof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must be 
covered with such material as \vill afford 
protection against Fire. In the case of 
Gables tho AN'alls are to bo carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies:, or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, WoodorWliarf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incoinbustiblA 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4. The Wooden Buildinr; within tho 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of tlie Victoria Fire 
Dopartmont, approved by a majority of 
the Fire Wardens, which iiormit sh.ill 
specify fully tho alterations or changes ro- 
(piirod, and no sufh prrinit sliall bo given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in tiWi size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-fivo per cant. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
office of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

6. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
tho judgm.ent of tho Chief Engineer and

gcrous nuisance, or when any Woodon 
Building within tho said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, l>o 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more <?f Its actiial valner'the Chief En- 
gineer shdll cause to be served upon the 
owner or poison having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same tortliwith, and tlie person re- 
ceiving such notice sh.ill within teii days 
after receiving tho same comply with: the 
requirements thereof. . .■ ■ 

7. Om Story Bidldinya^'EQmikAiona 
to be notless than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tiro Story Buildings— 
Foundations to be not less than tweiity- 
two inches thick and not leas than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard olayor gravel) 'Oa 
tho case may be. Brick Jfalh—QTomd 
floor to be not loss tlian seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdomeanoi-, apd 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundrod 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new offence and punished .iccordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Firo Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw .are enforced and to mako com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " Th« Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. '
